Leaving beautiful California weather behind, K & R & group were greeted in the Detroit area 
by thunderstorms, rain and tornadoes.Most Of the group settled in their rooms for the evening 
but Pete Henderson sat, fascinated, on a chair on his balcony watching M/ther Nature perform 
her storm ac|,^a performance quite unlike the ones she puts on in Southern California. In 
Bowling Green, they had a bit of bad luck when Rick, their equipment manager broke his wrist 
as he tried to catch Curt Mercer's suitcase when it fell off of the stage.He failed to get a 
good grip on the heavy object and his wrist snapped. Friend Dave Connelly, a roadie who has 
helped them oh past tours, flew in to help out. Rick's cast is a duplicate of the one Richard 

had to wear so many months last year. Pittsburgh audiences were the first to see the group's 

new act which turned out well in spite of a sick piano. In Philadelphia the next day, a Wurlitzer 
man was called In to "doctor" the ailing ivories. Though adjustments were made, the pool sick 
thing gave out completely that night in the middle of a concert, humorously enough - while the 
group was doing HELP . This was the first time Richard had to change pianos in the middle of a 

show. The next treatment for the ailing piano was a vacuum and dust job on its insides which 

made it good as new. Dinner in Philly was again at the BOOKBINDERS where they had met Jim Croce 
a couple years earlier. In Utica, the new act had shaped up nicely but a slight mishap put 
Tony (Bone) Peluso's guitar out of commission momentarily during his Johnny Be Good act. Seems 
his electric cord caught on s mething and pulled out of the guitar as he dashed across the stage. 
He suddenly found himself without sound and had t make a quick dash back t retrieve the errant 
cord. The honorable mayor was in attendance that evening and was very pleased with the group, 
was n't pleased with the way the theater was run, however & lost no time in making drastic change* 
Leaving Utica, the equipment truck broke down and it looked like it wouldn't make it to West- 
bury in time for the opening concert. Pete and Bill extended their opening act 15 minutes and 


by that time the truck finally arrived. The stage was set up during a prolonged intermission 
(y hour) and the concert proceeded without a soundcheck, but in spite of that lack, the concert 
turned out just fine. Weather that alternated between hot and cold brought on sore throats, 
fevers and colds among the group, but the shows went on in spite of fevered bodies. A new- 
grand. piano was brought in to Richard's room at the new Holiday Tun so he could practice for 
his upcoming Boston concert. K & R treated the group to Easter dinner in Burt Bacharach's 
resturant located next door to the Holiday Inn. Cousin Joanie with her husband Hank and daughter 
Susan joined them there for a very tasty meal. A very hot 83 ° awaited them in Raleigh where 
the concert was promoted by the American Cancer Society. A resturant was kept open for show 
committee members and every one connected with the show and the lovely meal they served was 
grately appreciated by the group. In Richmond, manager Sherwin Bash had to leave K & R and 
make a mad dash back to Nevada to give a hand to Herb Alpert who was opening at Lake Tahoe. 

In Beckley they were hassled by a union representative who wanted proof of their membership 
and demanded to see their union cards! Beckley is a little mining t wn in the hills of West 
Virginia. The town slogan - "Beckley - the town with a mine of its own". They had hoped to 
stay in Hershey Inn during their stay in Hershey, Pa., but conventioners had filled the place 
to overflowing.
